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REMARKS 

Claim 65 is added. No claims are canceled. As a result claims 1-65 remain pending in 
the application. Claims 7, 12-18, 23, 41 and 49 stand withdrawn. 

Election Requirement 

In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed October 27, 2003, the Applicant 

provisionally elects, with traverse, claims 1-6, 8-1 1, 19-22, 24-40, and 42-48. The Restriction 

Requirement states that 

In the instant case the product can be made by different process, for example, first 
forming a dielectric layer, forming first and second conductive layers having first 
and second interstices on top and bottom surfaces of the dielectric layer 
respectively, then engaging the first and second interstices. 

Applicant respectfully asserts that this process is included in present method claim 50. It appears 
that the examiner is reading a required sequence into the method steps of claim 50 that is not 
claimed at this time. Accordingly, claim 50 is linked to the elected apparatus claims as set forth 
in MPEP 809.03. 

Applicant herein adds a further linking claim pursuant to MPEP 809.03. New claim 65 
links the elected apparatus claims and method claims 50-64. Consideration of all of the pending 
claims is requested.
